Cheng Ming said that the goal 
for steel production ,would be 
reduced to between 40 and 50 
million tons,， and recent articles in 
Chinese nevvsbapbers said that only 
Some of the projects would be 
combleted on schedule _ while 
others would be started by 1985. 

Cjeng Ming saidq that factories 
would be shut down to make

SAN FRANCISCO 一 US Con- 
gressman John Burton briefed the 
Chinatown bress and Some other 
members of the Chinese American 
community 1last Fridav on his 
recent fact-findqing trip to the 
Peoples Republic of China. 
Burton spoke to a gathering of 
about 40 at the Imperial Palace 
Restaurant. 

In a rambling recapitulation of 
his _ mission' to_ Beijing (Peking)， 
Shanghai and Hangzhou (Hang- 
chow)，Burton Portrayed himself 
as a kind of gadfly who Prodded 
the Chinese about their commit- 
ment to social welfare， 

In asilk factorv、Burton noticed 
the noise level and asked Chinese 
officials wwhat was being done to 
protect the hearing of the workers. 
On other occasions he asked why 
there couldnt be free public 
transportation and free health 
care for everVone. 

BOASTED 

“Thev_ never had anyone ask 
what I asked,”Burton boasted to 
the Chinatown press， When Chi- 
nese officials Pointed out to 
Burton that the US is in no 
Position to talk regarding health 
care and free - transportation， 
Burton retorted with the comment 
that “ves, but were capitalists and 
voure communists. ”Chinese offi- 
cials told Burton there are Special 
times when workers can travel 
free on public transportation，but 
that free _ transportation would 
encourage “people to ”travel 
around all davy, Burton said . 

The progressive-minded con- 
gressman also revealed that an 
exhibition of Chinese bronze art 
has been approved for a four-city 
tour of the US. New York has been 
selected as one host city and 
Burton lobbied ,the Chinese to 
designate San Francisco as one of 
the three other cities. 

BUGGING 

Burton visited China as part of 
an 18-member congressional 
partv organized as the last mutual 
exchange program under the 
Shanghai Communique. He indi- 
cated_ that his_ inclusion in the 
group had more to do with the 
fact that he“kept bugging”'con- 
gressional leaders tbhan the fact 
that he represents a district with a 
large population of Chinese Amer- 
icans，

Burton said 
that the Chinese expressed some 
anger at the legislation， Burton 
indicated that he voted“present” 
when the matter came up for a 
vote in Congress，partly because 
he was confused as to what course 
of action the legislation commmits 
the US to, in event of a military 
conflict between the People's Re- 
public and Taiwan， 

Two facts noted by Burton in 
his travels in China included the 
increased teaching of English as a 
second language in the schools and 
basketbajll as the coming sport in 
China.， Burton saw basketball 
hoops everywhere and said that 
over 700 -coaches from al over 
China attended a clinic taught by 
Some US basketball coaches on 
tour in China， 

Burton said he developed a taste 
for the powerful mao tai drink 
while he was in China， He took 
seriously. the social responsibility 


to “bottoms-up”xNthe mao tai 
during every toast. Once, between 
Shanghai and Hangzhou，he dis- 
covered that his wallet with abonut 
$600 dollars， was missing. He 
alerted_ Chinese officials and the 
wallet，with all the money still 
inside，was returned to him a few 
hours after he arrived in Hang- 
zhou.， That night he _ attended 


another banquet with the requis- 


ite toasts of friemdship.“That was 
the- night I broke the record of 14 
maotais,， Burton told the amused
